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Co-Leader Connection | 


It's hard to believe this will be the last time | 
I'll be writing as co-leader (great collective | 
sigh of relief!). How can a year go by so fast? | 
Looking over the events and accomplishments of 
Sha'tar Zahav during 1980-81, I am amazed at the 
progress we made. We can all be tremendously proud 
of our congregation. 

We kicked off 1980-81 as the hosts of the 
terrifically successful Fifth International Con- 
ference of Gay and Lesbian Jews, At Shabbat eve- 
ning services during the conference (held at Con- 
gregation Sherith Israel, a precedent setting first) | 
we premiered our new, widely acclaimed Siddur. Our 
hardworking Ritual Committee also produced a re- 
vised Haggadah and is continuing work on develop- 
ing other liturgical materials for our use. In 
addition to maintaining the highest Friday night 
attendance of any San Francisco synagogue, we ex- 
perienced overflow crowds for High Holy Day ser- | 
vices and saw 140 members and friends at our annual 
community Seder. We had exceptional attendance at 
eur annual Hanukkah latke party, as well as for 
our Purim service, which featured our famous 
Hamantaschen Bake-Off. 

We have been busy on other fronts as well. A 
number of our members became Bar er Bat Mitzvah, 

To take care of our own, we have established and 
built up a blood bank account at Irwin Memorial. 

We increased our participation in Jewish comaunity 
life by taking part in the Senior Outreach Program 
of the Jewish Children and Family Service, by our 
presence at events and rallies in sopport of Soviet 
Jewry, and by volunteering to serve in the Jewish 
Welfare Federation's annual telethon. 

Within the Congregation, we cam be proud of the 
growth in our membership (although we still need 
more of you to join!) and in particular to the 
growth in the number of women who actively partic- 
ipate. The resurgence in women's participation is 
highlighted by the fact that three out of four of 
our current officers are women! We continue en- 


couraging women to become actively involved in 
Sha'tar Zahav. 


In April we made significant revisions to our 
by-laws and instituted 4 new leadership structure 
which should greatly improve our day-to-day oper- 
ation. We conducted a thorough personnel eval- 
uation of our rabbi, and resolved to make major 
changes in the future evaluation process to im- 
prove its effectiveness. We also negotiated a 
new, two-year full time contract with the rabbi, 
with the goal of increasing his salary to a fully 
competitive level during the second year of his 
contract. 

To improve the internal functioning of the 
Va'ad, Va'ad members participated over the last 
several months in a process study facilitated by 
Isabel Auerbach, a member of our Congregation who 
4s professionally active in organizational anal- 
ysis and development. 

During the winter, the Va'ad held special 
meetings to discuss the possibilities of Safer | — 
iating with a national congregational organization. 
As a result of those sessions, the Va'ad concluded 
that it would recommend to the Congregation that 
it affiliate with the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations (UAHC). 

We have also progressed in our efforts to 
secure a permanent home for the Congregation, 
During the last few months the Va'tad commissioned 
a building campaign feasibility study. The en- 
couraging results of the study led to the Va'ad 
lauching a full-scale building fund campaign, By 
the time you read this, we hope to have reached a 
definite decision on a building and to have the 
campaign in full swing} 

As you can see, Sha'ar Zahav made tremendous 
progress this past year. To all of our members who 
worked so hard to make it happen, THANK YOU! It 
truly has been a privilege to serve you as co-lead- 
er, and I am grateful for all your support, under- 
Standing and cooperation. I encourage you all to 
continue your work during the coming year, to build 
on our amazing achievements of 1980-81.

From Where | Stand Allen Bennett, Rabbi 


We are fast approaching oie ees wel neourranniia Imecycl e 
of Jewish«holidays, Shavuot, the time of the giving 
of the Torah. We commemorate at this season, fifty 
daysvaitéensbassover, God's sgittsof Torahsto -us,at 
Mount Sinai. 


We should remember that then, as now, tne givins of 
Torah was not a one-sided event. In effect God or- 
fered the Torah to us; we had the chance to decide 
not to accept it. But we, the Hebrews, made a group 
decision, not only to accept the Law, but to live by 
for the rest of time. Cne might ask if those at Si- 
nai had the right to make that decision for us, but 
that would be begging the question. The fact is that 
they did it, and our heritage ever since Sinai has 
been one of determining how best to live by the Law 
we accepted. 


For many at Sha'tar Zahav, this religious observance 
Can takewon 4 Special, extra meaning. sinvthe case of 
other, mainstream congregations, belonging to the 
synagozue or temple is often an obligation, done for 
the sake of the children, and often not viewed as a 
mitzvah. But for many in our congregation, belonging 
TO oiawiar gana WwetceoOl; Oly nov an Oblagation;! Ltwas 
rewarding in its own right, not to mention exciting 
and tult purine. Most..of our members find themselves 
ChHOOSTNS suowleturn slow .Judaism after an absence oo. 
many years. It's not necessarily that they were prac- 
ticing other religions, although some have done that 
as well, when they felt rejected by their own faith. 
More often they simply stayed away from religious in- 
volvement or identification completely, feeling left 
out, unwanted. They believed that there was no place 
for them in Judaism, and Judaism did nothing to al- 
ter their view. At least not until recently, when 
Synagogues and secular Jewish gay and lesbian groups 
have come into existence. 


The result is that large numbers of vital, vibrant, 
Judaism-starved Jews are returning To..jJUuGaAism,.ac- 
cepting the challenge of being Jewish, and, in many 
cases, the extra challenze of meshing that Judaism 
with their personal lifestyle. And they are finding 
a richness and a beauty they Simply couldn't imagine. 
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Putting this into the context of our forthcoming | 
holiday, we find two points of emphasis worth remem- 
bering: first, as a harvest holiday, we are reminded 
that this was the time when bread made from newly 
harvested grain was brought to the Temple in Jeru- 
salem in thanks for the harvest. In a certain sense, 
by our return to synagogue, we are once again be- 
ginning to harvest what was planted for us thousands 
of years ago by our ancestors. We are rediscovering 
a religious system which does not automatically de- , 
prive us of our religious rights, simply because the 
professional practitioners of our faith historically 
disapproved of us. And second, and equally importanti 
by our return to the synagogue, and with it our ac- 
tive return to Judaism, we are finding ourselves in 
the perfect position to learn again what it means to 
accept "the yoke of Torah" and to accept the system } 
of living which have made Judaism the living and 
adaptable element of civilization which it has been 
throughout the millenia. 


May your harvest be rieh, and may your life in our 
midst be as rewarding as the love and devotion of 
Ruth (of the Biblical book of the same name) for her 


mother-in-law Naomi. 


On May 1, we held our first full Yom ha-Shoa 
Service in conjuction with Shabbat. It was a very 
moving experience for all of us. 

Particularly relevant was the remembrance of 
not only our Jewish victims of the Holocaust, but 
our gay sisters and brothers as well. 


Congregation Sha'tar Zahav can feel very pleased 
and complete because we honored the six million 
Jews who died in Hitler's flames and the hundreds 
of thousands of homosexual men and women who 
suffered the same agony. 

We wish to commend Rabbi Bennett and those 
who participated in our Yom ha-Shoa service for 
the dignity which this day deserves. We also 
thank Rhonda Abrams of the Anti-Defamation League 
for her superb sermon relating to anti-Semitism 
today and the meaning of Yom ha-Shoa.

A highlight of the evening was the new Haggadah 
prepared by our Ritual Committee. 

A very special thank you to everyone who 
attended the seder, assisted during the evening, 
worked for its preparation, and paintakingly 
devoted themselves to producing our new Hagfadah. 
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Campaign to Free Wallenberg 


During the past several months, major stories 
concerning Raoul Wallenberg have appeared in 
such publications as the Chronicle, Examiner, 
Washington Post and New York Times. In March, 
60 Minutes devoted a major portion of a broad- 
cast to this amazing man, and ABC, CBS and NBC 
network news programs featured an interview with 
a San Francisco resident who spent 15 years in 
Soviet prisons and met Wallenberg there long after 
the Soviet government claimed he had died of a 
heart attack. 


Wallenberg, a member of an aristocratic Swedish 
family who went to Hungary as a diplomat in 1944, 
Saved the lives of 100,000 Jews in the final days 
World War II by issuing Swedish passports and 
establishing safe houses, providing protection 
for Jews. Funding for his activities came from 

the U. S. War Refugee Board and from organizations 
such as the World Jewish Congress. He was arrested 
as a suspected American spy by the Soviet army 
which occupied Budapest, and in 1957 the Soviet 
government finally claimed, after years of 
refusing to say anything about him, that he had 
died in 1947. More recently, though, emigres 

from the Soviet Union have reported to have met 
him in prison as recently as last year. An inter- 
national campaign, involving his family, the 
Swedish government and many individuals and 


organizations throughout the world, has begun to 
free him, 


Rep. Tom Lantos of San Mateo, who with his wife 
Annette Lantos was saved by Wallenberg, has intro- 
duced a bill in Congress to declare Wallenberg an 


.honoray U. S. citizen. In addition, Wallenberg 


has been nominated for the 1981 Nobel Peace Prize 
and, locally, the American Jewish Congress is 
coordinating a number of projects, including an 
effort to name a new public high school in Raoul 
Wallenberg's honor, These and other efforts are 
aimed at informing the general public as well as 
the Jewish community about this man's heroism and 
continued imprisonment, and to put public pressure 
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on the Soviets to free him. 


Your support is needed to accomplish this. 
If you would like to become involved in the 
Campaign to Free Raoul Wallenberg, please call 
the American Jewish Congress at 391-6590. We 
also encourage you to write to Board of Education 
President Bill Maher in support of the naming 
of the new school in Wallenberg's honor (the 
question will be discussed at the Board's 
June 9 meeting) and to your Representatives and 
both California Senators in support of the 
honoray citizenship bill.

Almost 3,000 years ago, Jews first came to 
Morocco to purchase gold for the beautification 
of the Temple in Jerusalem. Over the centuries, 
Moroccan Jews developed a rich culture which 
produced poets, writers, rabbis and biblical 
scholars. Maimonides wrote many of his works 
in Morocco, having fled there from persecutions 
in Spain, 


Recently, Joel Brooks, executive director of 
the American Jewish Congress, Northern California 
Division, was invited, together with other 
American Jewish journalists and community leaders, 
to tour the country and meet with Moroccan govern- 


ment officials and leaders of the Jewish community.
